Tha decline in butinett activity at reflected m the 
Recreated demand for bank loan* will undoubtedly 
reduce the earning power of the chartered banks ot 
Canada. Bank* at • rule obtain their profit* from 
interett which they charge on loan, and from the 
interert which they receive on their mveitment*. In 
addition, the banki alto receive considerable revenue 
from what may ba considered tervic* charge*. In 
recent month*, however, the volume of commercial 
loam hat dccreated. thus reducing the amount of in¬ 
terett earned from dm touree. On the other hand, 
the amount of investment* hat increased. 

It should, however, be noted that interest charged 
by bub to their customers is usually substantially 
higher thu the interest which they earn on their 
securities. Since the Canadian banks hold a consider- 
able amount of government securities the decline m 
Ihe yield of the latter has further reduced their earning 
power. Whether or not the reduction m earnings will 
result in t decrease of dividends paid by the banks 
it as yet impossible to say. Only recently, however, 
the Banque Canadienne Nationele reduced its divider^ 
from tan per cent to eight per cent. Other banb made 
substantial reduction* in their dividend* tome time ago.
